An Act further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 1890. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:— 

1 , This Act may be called the Indian Railways (Amendment) Act, Short title. 
1955, 

2. In section 137 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890— Amendment 

of section 

(a) for sub-section (I), the following sub-section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(f) Every railway servant, not being a public servant 
as defined in section 21 of the Indian Penal Code, shall be 
deemed to be a public servant for the purposes of Chapter 
IX and section 409 of that Code.”; and 

(b) sub-section (4) shall be omitted.

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THE INSURANCE (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1955 
No. 18 OF 1955 

[3rd May, 1955] 

An Act further to amend the Insurance Act, 1938, 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1 . This Act may be called the Insurance (Amendment) Act, 1955. 

Z. In section 118 of the Insurance Act, 1938, for the words, figures 
and brackets “to any insurance business carried on by the Central 
Government, or to any provident fund to which the provisions of the 
Provident Funds Act, 1925, apply,”, the following words, figures and XIX of 1925 
brackets shall be substituted, namely:— 


"to any provident fund to which the provisions of the Pro¬ 
vident Funds Act, 1925, apply, or, except to such extent as the 
Central Government may by order specify, to any insurance 
business carried on by the Central Government,”.
